Paris, Dec. 24. We have Advice from Catalonia, 
that the Enemy having form’d a Defign to furprize 
Tortofa, the Duke of Orleons had Intelligence of 
it before he left Spain, and fent a Reinforcement 
into the Place, ordering the Governour at the fame 
time to keep upon his Guard, and telling him rhe

The Governour meking a tight 
Ule of this Notice, made all the neceffary Prepa- 
rations for his Security : And, at lerg:h, the Euemy 
approaching the Suburbs by which they intended 


to make their Attack, he caus’d a great Fire to be .
